ASHINGTON — Inside the Adminis­ 
tra tio n war chiefs gradually realize 
that they are making tile same mistake iii 
concentrating synthetic rubber production 
in the hands of a few big oil companies 
that they did in letting the big auto and 
airplane companies build big brand new’ 
factories. 
These brand new factories caused the 
current steel shortage, also sloxved pro­ 
duction. 
Instead, business could have been 
spread out among countless small factor­ 
ies as in England. 
Today, the same mistake is being made 
on synthetic rubber. 
Scores of small oil 
refineries are now closing doxvn because cf 
gasoline rationing. 
Their equipment is 
lying idle. 
But instead of converting to 
synthetic rubber production, 
huge 
new 
rubber factories are being built requiring 
vast amounts of steel. 
As early as July 13, til is column stated :

dard Oil of N. J. group alone — at a cost 
of $10,000,000 each, whereas there are 
plenty of closed refineries which could be 
converted to rubber plants in a very short 
time.

steel 
and 
would take 
around 18 to 20 months to build even in 
normal times when steel is easy to get.”

Is Cancer Hereditary? 
Hard Query To Answer 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE QUESTION of whether 
cancer is hereditary or not it one 
that plagues a number of people. 
This is unnecessary because no 
matter whether it is or not, the

I ne has any cancer heredity or not. 
j Probably we all have some but it ia 
so diluted that it should not influ­ 
ence our calculations. The cancer 
patient usually stands alone in the 
family record. Levin investigated 
at length the family records of five 
patients with cancer and was not 
able to find a single other instance 
of the condition. 


treatment of an hereditary cancer 
is just as satisfactory as any other 
kind provided, as in the case of ail 
cancers, it is taken early enough. 
A distinction should be: made In 
discussing this question of cancer 
in animals and men. In some spe­ 
cies of animals it is quite easy in 
the laboratory to breed cancer 
families. Mice are very responsive 
to this type of experiment. 
Dr. Maud islye's long series >f 
experiments in which she handled 
literally thousands of mice, carry­ 
ing them through generation aft­ 
er generation, and patiently breed­ 
ing and selecting those who were 
from cancer or non-cancer stock 
resulted in a breed of mice, all of 
which had cancer and another, 
none of which had cancer. 
Some Animals Resistant 
Other animals are quite resist­ 
ant to this kind of arrangement of 
their lives and destinies, To this 
group probably belongs man. 
At any rate in the ca.se of man, 
he is not subject to experimental 
selection for breeding. Remember 
Dr. Slyc would tag a mouse with 
a certain kind of cancer. By the 
time the cancer developed, the 
mouse was too old or too sick to 
breed. But she would take the off- 
spring born before and breed th* rn 
and noticed that Sn a large per­ 
centage they developed cancer. In 
this way she finally got a pretty 
pure strain. 
Of course, no such thing hap- 
l>ens in man. He has an independ­ 
ent way of marrying and breeding 
as he pleases. The consequences 
are that no one can tell whether 


Experiments with Gillifi-h 
Some, it is true, inherit a par- 
I ticular kind of organ such as a 
j very long intestine and in such or­ 
gans cancer has a tendency to ap- 
j p**ar. Gordon found in some of th# 
Mexican gillifish in his laboratory 
some black spots which did not do 
them any harm, but when he 
mated these with another variety 
of gillifish, the black spots ap­ 
peared and all turned to cancer. 
Writes Dr. James Ewing, the 
most eminent American student of 
cancer: “Since the hereditary ten­ 
dency to the common forms of can­ 
cer, while essential, is slight, one 
may escape these diseases by 
avoiding the external influences 
which excite them, and by employ­ 
ing periodical physical examina­ 
tions by a competent physician."

points printed or. them, and thus 
have different values, like coins 
Over a given ration period of 
one month (for example), the in­ 
dividual book holder will be a1- \ 
lowed so many “points" to spend 
for the group of commodities r a - 1 
tior.ed together. One will, there­ 
fore, “spend" the point allowance, I 
Just as monev is spent out of a 
limited budget.
